Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1950. 

The  statistics  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  and,  with  one  exception,  one 
might  say  that  they  are  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  mid- 
year again  showed  a considerable  increase  (1,070)  which  re- 
flects the  greater  amount  of  industry  now  in  the  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  down  somewhat — by  0.4  in  fact — ■ 
but  this  feature  was  common  to  the  country  as  a whole,  and 
the  position  in  Ennerdale  was  better  maintained  than  through- 
out the  country — the  rate  exceeding  that  for  England  and 
Wales  by  3.2,  which  means  that  a hundred  more  babies  were 
born  in  Ennerdale  than  would  have  been  if  the  Birth  Rate 
had  been  the  same  as  for  the  whole  country. 

Deaths  were  slightly  fewer,  the  Rate  falling  by  0.7,  and 
at  1 1. 3 per  thousand  it  is  better  than  the  rate  for  the  whole 
country,  which  was  11.6. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  and  Circulatory 
Diseases  which  together  accounted  for  147  or  43%  of  all 
deaths;  Cancer  44;  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  other  Respira- 
tory Diseases  37;  and  Tuberculosis  25. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate — or  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births — was  also 
most  satisfactory.  Although  it  rose  by  3 to  38,  this  was  only 
8 per  thousand  over  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
was  again  a best  ever  record  for  the  country. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  still  remain  the  black  spot  in 
the  picture.  The  number — 25 — was  one  more  than  for  the 
previous  year,  and  the  Death  Rate  from  this  disease  was  con- 
siderably more  than  double  the  corresponding  rate  for  the 


whole  country,  or  translated  into  actual  deaths,  25  people  died 
of  Tuberculosis  in  Ennerdale,  whereas,  had  the  rate  been  the 
same  as  for  the  whole  country,  only  eleven  would  have  done  so. 
Little  can  be  said  about  the  position  that  has  not  been  said 
repeatedly  in  the  past,  but  it  is  apparent  that  much  intensified 
action  is  needed  by  the  responsible  authorities. 

With  regard  to  other  notifiable  diseases,  the  record  of  the 
year  was  particularly  good  and  it  may  be  seen  from  the  part 
of  the  Report  dealing  with  these  diseases  in  detail  that  the 
incidence  rate  per  thousand  of  population  in  the  District  was 
invariably  lower  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole 
country,  whilst  only  cne  death  was  attributed  to  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases,  apart  from  Tuberculosis  and  Pneumonia. 
It  is  worth  noting  that  not  only  were  there  no  deaths  from 
Diphtheria,  but  not  a single  case  was  notified,  a tribute  un- 
doubtedly to  what  has  been  achieved  by  immunisation. 

Housing  remains  as  acute  a problem  as  formerly  and 
nothing  new  can  be  said  that  has  not  been  said  repeatedly  in 
the  past. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  new  houses  were  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority  and  the  housing  association,  but  those  only 
cater  for  some  of  the  many  families  living-in  with  others,  often 
in  over-crowded  conditions,  and  leave  no  margin  to  make  any 
effective  attack  on  the  many  unfit  properties  that  are  still 
perforce  occupied. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  sufficient  repairs  carried  out  under 
present  conditions  to  maintain  older  properties  in  even  a 
reasonable  state  of  fitness,  apart  from  the  fact  that  many  of 
these  are  not  worth  the  expenditure  which  would  be  involved, 
and  which  certainly  could  not  be  justified  as  ‘'a  reasonable 
expense'"  within  the  terms  of  the  Housing  Acts.  When  other 
considerations,  such  as  unsuitable  and  congested  sites,  in 
addition  to  the  actual  physical  state  of  the  properties  them- 
selves, have  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  the  only  solution 
to  the  problem  is  the  ultimate  demolition  of  many  of  these 
substandard  houses.  With,  however,  an  increasing  popula- 
tion and  an  acute  shortage  of  accommodation,  this  solution 
cannot  be  envisaged  as  a practical  policy  for  a very  con- 
siderable time  yet,  and  so  the  problem  goes  on;  a few  families 
being  lucky  enough  to  obtain  new  houses  with  modern 
amenities — a far  bigger  number  being  condemned  to  go  on 
living  in  unfit  houses  that  are  deteriorating  all  the  time.  The 
present  rate  of  building  simply  does  not  cope  with  the  situation, 
and  one  cannot  see  where  the  ultimate  solution  lies. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Sanitary  Staff 
for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service,  to  the  officials  of  all  other 
departments  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation,  and  to 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee for  their  continued  interest  and  support  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  community.

9.  The  Birth  Rate  was  19.0  per  1,000  of  population,  a figure 
which  is  0.4  lower  than  for  the  previous  year,  but  still  3.2  over 
the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.

The  nett  deaths  for  the  District  after  making  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  i,e.,  after  adding  the  number 
of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  but  were  normally 
resident  in  the  District,  and  deducting  those  who  died  in  the 
District  but  were  normally  resident  outside,  numbered  340 — 
178  male  and  162  female — a decrease  of  9 compared  with  the 
number  for  the  previous  year. 

This  gives  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  11.3  as  compared  with 
12.0  for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  0.7  as  compared  with 
a decrease  of  o.i  for  the  country  as  a whole,  this  bringing  the 
rate  for  Ennerdale  below  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.

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B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


I.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

A list  of  these,  as  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report.  Mr.  Buttery  was  acting  as  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  at  the  close  of  1949,  and  was  appointed  to 
the  post  on  the  14th  February,  1950. 


IT— SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  and  milk  samples  are  examined  at  the 
Cumberland  Laboratory,  Carlisle,  which  operates  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service.  Under  this  service,  the  Bacteri- 
ology necessary  for  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of 
infectious  disease  is  carried  out  without  charge  to  the  Local 
Authority,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Under  the  same  scheme,  samples  of  milk  taken  on  their 
way  to  the  consumer  are  examined  free  of  charge.  Water 
samples  are  examined  by  Mr.  C.  J.  H.  Stock,  County  Analyst, 
Darlington.

D.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

L— NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE,  OTHER  THAN  TUBER- 
CULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notihed  during  1950,  are  shown  by  age,  admis- 
sion to  hospital,  and  deaths,  in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Apart  from  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis  there  was  one 
death  during  the  year  from  a notihable  disease — namely 
Poliomyelitis. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING  THE  YEAR. 
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Scarlet  Fever, 

Forty- two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  giving  a rate  of  1.39  per  1,000  of  population,  compared 
with  1.50  for  England  and  Wales.  No  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 
Diphtheria. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  against  a rate  of 
0.02  per  1,000  population  for  the  whole  country. 

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  was  commenced 
under  local  arrangements  in  1936. 

The  County  Council  is  now  the  responsible  authority  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  I am  indebted  to  the 
Divisional  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information  necessary 
to  continue  giving  details  of  the  present  position  and  the  Table 

on  page  17. 

During  1950  a total  of  594  new  immunisations  were  com- 
pleted— 447  in  the  0-5  years-of-age  group,  and  147  in  the  5-15 
years-of-age  group.  This  represents  a drop  altogether  of  136 
in  the  number  immunised  as  compared  with  1949. 

In  addition,  723  children  were  re-immunised.  Re- 
immunisation is  available  for  children  who  have  been  immun- 
ised in  infancy  and  are  now  beginning  school,  and  for  older 
children  whose  immunisation  was  done  more  than  four  years 
ago. 


The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  scheme 
was  begun  locally  in  1936,  has  now  reached  the  total  of  10,200, 
and  these  are  shown  by  ages  at  the  time  of  their  original  im- 
munisation in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Percentages  of  Child  Population  Immunised. 

(a)  0-5  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-groups  1946-1950  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1950,  and 
of  whom  the  Authority  has  details,  was  1,647,  ^ g^-in  for 
the  year  of  13 1.  The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a figure  of 
2,756  for  this  group,  so  that  the  percentage  of  those  immunised 
within  the  ages  of  0 to  5 years  works  out  at  60,  which  is  three 
better  than  the  figure  for  1949.  Immunisation  is  given  free  at 
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the  County  Welfare  Clinics,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that 
there  are  still  parents  so  apathetic  as  to  neglect  this  most  vital 
protection. 

(b)  5-15  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1936-1945  inclu- 
sive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1950,  of  whom 
the  Authority  has  details,  was  4,294,  20  more  than  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  For  this  group  the  Registrar-General  has 
supplied  a figure  of  4,503,  which  gives  a percentage  of  95 — 
4 higher  than  the  figure  for  1949. 

(c)  Over  15  years  of  age. 

The  number  over  15  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1950,  who  have  been  immunised  was  4,259,  in  addition  to 
whom  1,168  were  immunised  under  County  arrangements  in 
1936,  in  the  then  age-groups  11-14,  in  connection  with  attend- 
ance at  school  camps,  but  the  Local  Authority  has  no  details  of 
these  and  they  are  not  included  in  the  Table. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia, 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  both  being  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital.  This 
gives  a rate  per  i,ooo  total  births  of  3.38,  as  compared  with 
5.81  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

No  case  was  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneu- 
monia were  notified.  The  rate  per  1,000  of  population  was 
0.79,  as  compared  with  0.70  for  the  country  as  a whole.  There 
were  13  deaths — one  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  0.43  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0.46  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Erysipelas. 

No  cases  were  notified,  as  against  a rate  of  0.17  per  1,000 
of  population  for  the  whole  country. 

Measles. 

Fifty-two  cases  were  notified,  as  against  85  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  1.72  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  8.39  for  the  whole  country.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Fifty-five  cases  were  notified,  as  against  45  the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  1.81  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  3.60  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Cerehro-Spinal  Fever. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  both  were  treated  in  hospital  and 
recovered.  The  incidence  rate  was  0.06  per  1,000,  as  against 
0.03  for  England  and  Wales. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Four  cases  were  notified  and  confirmed — two  as  mild  abor- 
tive cases  without  paralysis,  and  the  other  two — one  a baby  aiid 
the  other  a woman — as  paralytic  cases.  The  mild  cases  made 
uneventful  recoveries,  but  the  other  two  both,  unfortunately, 
succumbed,  death  being  attributed  in  the  baby's  case  to  gastro- 
enteritis. The  incidence  rate  for  confirmed  cases  was  0.13  per 
1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  0.18  for  the  country  as 
a whole,  and  the  death  rate  was  0.03,  as  compared  with  0.02 
for  England  and  Wales.  Other  five  cases  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  as  suspected  cases,  but  were  discharged  “diagnosis 
not  confirmed.’’ 
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II.— CANCER. 

There  were  44  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1950 — 21  males 
and  23  females — giving  a mortality  Rate  of  1.46  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with ’a  rate  of  1.99  for  the  country 
as  a whole.

New  Cases. 

New  cases  numbered  76 — 62  Respiratory  and  14  Non- 
Respiratory,  an  increase  of  13  compared  with  the  number  for 
the  previous  year.  Included  in  the  total  are  8 deaths  which 
had  not  been  previously  notified.  The  increase  was  accounted 
for  by  an  increase  of  14  in  the  total  number  of  female  Respira- 
tory cases.  In  the  female  year-groups  15-35  years  of  age  alone 
there  were  21  new  cases,  as  against  8 in  the  previous  year. 


There  were  25  deaths  from  Tuberculosis — i more  than  in 
the  year  before. 


The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  0.83  per  1,000  of 
population — an  increase  for  the  year  of  o.oi — and  consider- 
ably more  than  double  the  rate  for  the  whole  country.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1950. 


Housing. 

Maintenance  of  the  large  number  of  low  category  houses 
in  the  area  continues,  but  becomes  more  difficult  each  year. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  my  report  for  the  year  1949  that 
clearance  was  the  only  solution  in  these  cases,  and  a special 
allocation  of  houses  should  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

Rising  building  costs  and  fixed  rentals  retard  progress 
under  the  repair  clauses  of  the  Housing  Acts  and  in  most  cases 
only  defects  complained  of  can  be  remedied,  and  then  only  by 
preliminary  action.  Statutory  action  with  the  qualification  of 
"made  fit"  would  fail  in  most  cases  on  the  question  of  reason- 
able expense. 

The  Housing  Act  of  1949  offers  no  solution,  as  in  the 
majority  of  cases  repair  is  required  not  improvement.  Pre- 
war housing  legislation  applied  to  post  war  conditions,  contrary 
to  its  original  intentions,  is  creating  future  clearance  areas 
rapidly. 

One  application  for  a grant  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
has  been  received  and  approved,  the  work  not  being  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Investigation  into  the  living  circumstances  of  existing 
applicants  for  rehousing  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and 
arranged  in  sequence  showing  the  extent  (a)  overcrowding  (6) 
existence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  family  and  (c)  the 
condition  of  present  living  accommodation. 

The  letting  of  houses  continues  by  the  Council,  and  as  this 
list  has  been  available  for  their  guidance  at  any  time  it  can  only 
be  assumed  that  houses  let  to  persons  not  appearing  in  the 
worst  conditions,  having  regard  to  (a)  (h)  and  (c)  above,  were 
so  let  for  reasons,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Councillors,  of  more 
importance.

From  this  the  progress  made  during  the  year  will  be 
apparent  and  though  much  is  still  to  be  desired  in  the  improve- 
ment in  supply  of  materials  and  labour,  with  the  relaxation  of 
some  of  the  irksome  restriction  a sure  foundation  has  been  laid 
for  house  production.  However,  this  is  accompanied  by  the 
ever  increasing  cost  of  building,  a very  disturbing  factor.

Five  applications  have  been  considered  during  the  year  to 
manufacture  and/or  preserve  food,  all  of  which  were  granted. 

Twelve  applications  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  by  retail  were 
received  during  the  year,  one  being  not  granted. 

Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  of  which  nine  were 
Grade  I samples  and  one  Grade  III.  The  average  fat  content 
being  5.8%. 
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Byelaws  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and 
cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  hand- 
ling, wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the 
open  air  were  adopted  in  February. 

Contraventions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Byelaws 
have  been  dealt  with  informally  and  a considerable  number 
of  improvements  effected  through  co-operation  with  the  persons 
concerned. 


Washing  facilities  have  been  provided  in  eighteen  cases 
and  hot  water  in  sixteen  cases;  other  defects  remedied  include 
clothing  accommodation,  floors  and  sanitary  conveniences. 
Sixteen  cases  of  lack  of  cleanliness  were  discovered  and 
remedied.

There  are  three  hundred  and  twenty  eight  shops  in  the 
area  of  which  one  hundred  and  sixty  nine  inspections  were 
made.  One  informal  notice  requiring  sanitary  conveniences 
was  completed. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  five  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area,  and  seven 
persons  were  granted  licences  to  station  caravans  for  a period 
of  six  months.  Thirty  three  inspections  were  made  and  no 
offences  called  for  other  than  verbal  action. 
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Water  Supply. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  sources  of  water  supply 
which  as  reported  last  year  are  being  fully  taxed  to  meet  in- 
creased demand  by  new  housing,  the  installation  of  bathrooms 
in  existing  houses,  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  water  required 
by  local  factories  and  dairy  farms. 

Whitehaven  Corporation  have  received  approval  to  their 
scheme  to  take  more  water  from  Ennerdale  Lake,  which  will 
make  available  to  the  Ennerdale  Rural  District  in  1953  one 
million  gallons  per  day  at  Hazelholme  for  the  central  area  in- 
cluding Cleator  Moor,  Cleator,  Egremont  and  St.  Bees,  and  a 
quarter  of  a million  at  Harras  Moor  for  the  northern  area, 
principally  Moresby.  The  laying  of  a length  of  main  from 
Hazelholme  to  Bowthorn  Road  has  been  completed,  and  a 
further  length  from  Summer  Grove  to  Harras  Moor  is  being 
laid. 


Two  replacement  schemes  in  the  Rural  District  have  been 
completed — (i)  Parish  of  Arlecdon  and  Frizington,  the  laying 
of  a new  9-inch  and  7-inch  water  main  from  High  Leys  Reser- 
voir to  Griffin  Hotel  corner.  (2)  Parish  of  Egremont,  the 
diversion  of  the  trunk  main  from  Wilton  Reservoir  by  a 12- 
inch  water  main  from  Grange  to  enter  Egremont  north  of  the 
Police  Station  and  continuing  on  to  join  the  supply  to  Pallaflat 
Reservoir  at  How  Bank.  A comprehensive  scheme  for  the 
Southern  Area  of  the  District  has  been  prepared  and  agreed 
in  principle  with  the  Cumberland  County  Council. 

Of  the  nine  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the  parishes 
from  the  various  sources  subject  to  examination  by  the  County 
Analyst,  six  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  three  unsatis- 
factory, the  necessary  remedial  action  being  taken.

The  legal  provisions  requiring  the  supply  of  dust  bins 
might  profitably  receive  the  attention  of  Parliament  and  so 
terminate  the  existing  state  of  uncertainty  of  responsibility  for 
their  provision.. 

The  vehicles  have  been  giving  a good  performance 
throughout  the  year  and  although  hard  pressed  at  holiday 
periods  have  maintained  the  service  without  the  assistance  of 
hired  vehicles. 

Eight  refuse  tips  are  in  use  in  the  area,  all  of  which  leave 
much  to  be  desired.  Whilst  soil  from  housing  sites,  when 
available,  has  been  used  for  surfacing  with  some  improvement, 
these  measures  could  only  be  described  as  palliative.  The 
appropriate  remedy  is  a minimum  of  controlled  tips. 
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Private  contractors  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse 
and  privy  contents  have  continued  to  deal  with  seventy-one 
outlying  properties  distributed  in  the  following  parishes:  — 
Egremont  lo,  Arlecdon  and  Frizington  45,  Weddicar  4,  and 
Moresby  12.
